taught, but they are not exercised, 
the teacher’s intellectual attainments will 
soon disappear. Teaching inseparable 
from the need for greater learning, and 
every teacher should attempt become 
increasingly more conversant with his 
subject. 

But why, someone may ask, can 
teacher not simply learn the rudiments 
his subject, master them thoroughly, and 
then stop? First, because the higher levels 
important subject always enlighten 
its fundamentals. Blatant errors, not only 
teachers but professionals other 
fields, are caused badly digested half 
truths. Harried barrage questions 
fired ever-inquisitive students, some 
teachers lay down gospel truths mere 
conjectures matters which they should 
have thoroughly mastered. one expects 
the teacher answer expertly every ques- 
tion matter how challenging; but every 
student, until disillusioned 
peated frustrations, convinced that the 
teacher knows some the answers beyond 
the curriculum. Second, knowledge radio- 
active: radiates influence. The nimbus 
learning one which always respected 
students. intrigues them, challenges 
them, and awakens them urge 
imitate. This ambition may later disappear, 
yet not rare trace the intellectual 
hunger students appetite stimu- 
lated the competence their master. 
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The radiance genuine knowledge extends 
other spheres well: prop for 
discipline, asset guidance, and occa- 
sionally salve for the burns severity. 

Young people resent 
among other characteristics, their minds 
seem lack plasticity. Whenever young- 
sters meet man who does not toe the 
line who tells them strange 
stories about novel aspects the world, 
who injects unexpected “bounce” into their 
lives, who knows how utter the “open 
sesame” the wealth the curriculum, 
they rally his standard. 


Develop Efficiency Teaching 

Expertness given field knowledge, 
however, unfortunately not guarantee 
classroom efficiency. The teacher must 
grow not only knowledge but also 
the mechanics his profession. know 
what teach and know what 
not teach and do. grow his 
trade the teacher must continually improve 
the use disciplinary and methodologi- 
cal techniques. 

Discipline two-edged blade; may 
tool. The growth-conscious teacher always 


lyzes the reaction his students his 
personal procedures that can progress 
this field. 

The humorist Stephen Leacock once said 
that educational methodology was per 
cent solid value and per cent humbug 
mixed with wind. must have had his 
tongue his cheek else was looking 
the catalogue educationist strong- 
hold. Methods are important. There need 
not common method, but method 
there must be. After the teacher has pre- 
pared his subject, has communicate 
his knowledge the pupils. fails 
this, has failed teacher. may 
still inspiration for few young- 
sters because his brilliant mind the 
charm his personality; yet that will 
scarcely make for his central failure. 
Communication essential function 
civilization, and teaching only one 
the many occupations that depend upon 
absolutely. 


Adapt and Apply Methods 

The reading studies and methodologi- 
cal experiences made subject areas 
incentive for the teacher revise and 
vary his own classroom techniques. Peda-

judges relation the pupils rather 
than himself. shuns garrulity the 
plague. resist the urge pontificate 
requires more self-abnegation than most 
are willing develop. Belligerence also 
undermines the teacher’s influence. first 
may seem cow the boys into sub- 
mission, but they soon harden under the 
steady flow browbeating invectives. Al- 
though they may smother 
ment, the urge for vindication smoulders 
their breast. Moreover, the 
part the teacher sign immaturity 
which students enjoy witnessing and which 
they, times, purposely provoke. When 
the teacher “mad” youngsters group 
think hilariously funny. They do, 
however, respect firmness without anger. 
Concerning disciplinary measures much can 
said, but only the teacher ana-

Teacher-Student Relations 

From another angle, teaching the im- 
pact two personalities, and this brings 
consider briefly the teacher-student 
relations. his study great teachers 
Kelly lists their qualities being order 
interest students, knowledge mastery 
the subject, sympathy, helpfulness 
character, personality. Four the six 
characteristics are concerned with the prob- 
lem human relations. The great teache: 
Don Bosco repeatedly prayed: “Lord, make 
them love that they may love You.’ 
fact that the influence the teache: 
superficial nil when not emo- 
tionally accepted his students. Not 
teachers may have warm personalities, 
they must succeed developing 
terest their charges. some them 
this interest youth natural endow- 
ment; the others should the prod- 
uct Christian charity. easy like 
the young, since their only faults are those 
which they are asking teachers remove: 
ignorance, shallowness, 
Most teachers cannot count being sav- 
ants with self-illuminating reputations; 
necessary, therefore, that they enjoy the 
conditions teaching, and unless they do, 
they will never become good teachers. 

Psychologists have emphasized concept 
which can great profit the teacher: 
that empathy. defined the func- 
tion which one re-feels another person’s 
feelings, re-experiences his experiences; 
the well known practice putting 
oneself into another person’s place. The 
teacher who possesses empathic knowledge 
avoids aiming barbs his 
cause emotionally and mentally can 
picture the repercussion such remarks 
the young; rather, encourages and 
praises them. 

may conclude this point remark- 
ing that the word Our Lord, “Every- 
thing that you the least 
sufficient incentive foster ideal relations 
between master and pupil. 

The teacher’s initial interest his pro- 
fession may have been ordinary or, keen, 
may have been blunted the abrasive 
routine menial tasks. Yet, this does not 
justify absence progress: “The fault, 
dear friends, not our stars but 
ourselves that are underlings.” The 
teacher enjoys his profession proportion 
his investment time and effort time 
and effort extend the reaches his 
mind, time and effort improve his class- 
room procedures, time and effort mold 
more winsome personality.

‘Teaching Virtues, 


Accentuate the Positive

Teen-agers need change diet re- 
ligious diet. They are being subjected too 
much negative religion. teachers seek 
cure evil dwelling the horrors 
vice, citing examples objectionable 
movies, filthy literature, and questionable 
modern “styles” fashion. Teen-agers are 
ripe for the practice 
virtue. Their youthful optimism lends itself 
natural vehicle for the reaching out 
the practice virtue. But, have they been 
given the credit for being very normal 
people capable being truly good? 

When teacher looks out over his reli- 
gion class can certain one thing. 
The more characters 
front him are victims original sin. 
From this fact anyone can make very 
safe assumption they are definitely hav- 
ing struggle due the results original 
sin. The fundamental drives for possessions, 
power, and pleasure are high gear. Per- 
haps one can also safely assume that the 
pursuit these drives has already taken 
its toll their young lives. The world, the 
flesh, and the devil are their daily com- 
choice, but the age moral abandon- 
ment which they live. are really 
“educate” lead out, then shall 
have appeal their potential. have 
offer them something positive help 
subdue the fiery factors that truly disturb 
them which, turn, bring about emotional 
maladjustments that need not exist the 
first place and that eventually distort their 
sense values. Teen-agers are too often 
underestimated. They are capable prac- 
its real sense habit 


Virtue Positive 

The first intimation that they get our 
trying present “virtue” personal 
goal and possibility will received with 
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astonishment and even, perhaps, smirking 
incredulity our seriousness intent. 
They have predisposed attitudes regarding 
virtue. They believe that such achieve- 
ment only for those who are holy the 
first place. Their stubby minds fail grasp 
the idea that the “holy person” got that 
way tackling the acquisition virtue 
first. They not have enough grasp 
the theology sanctity realize that the 
mere blotting out vice not enough. 
One must pursue the opposite virtue 
safely stamp out the vice! 


Sanctity Possible 

round trip the moon for the teen- 
ager greater possibility than the attain- 
ment virtue. They associate virtue with 
hours prayer, lighting vigil lamps the 
local church, eyes cast heavenwards, jan- 
gling rosary beads, and even self-inflicted 
physical torture. wonder that their 
warped concept virtue symbolized 
such external signs inward 
grace.” 

The lives saints for the most part 
(when teen-ager gets around read 
snatch here and there during the annual 
high school retreat) depict type sanc- 
tity that offers challenge even the 
professed religious who supposed 
treading the road perfection. Bizarre 
happenings, long vigils, scourges, miracu- 
lous interventions, and various other super- 
natural manifestations automatically place 
“sanctity” outside the realm possibility. 
The youthful hopefuls not read with 
discerning mind. They have not learned 
distinguish between accidentals and essen- 
tials. Their proof sanctity lies super- 
natural manifestations. Unfortunately, some 
the artistic concepts St. Dominic 
Savio, the patron youth, have distorted 
the real flesh and blood teen-ager, Savio. 


black suit, hands clasped prayer, and 
eyes cast upwards thrust into the hands 
confused youth. They are discouraged 
before they even start think virtue. 
Too often virtue becomes associated with 
something feminine and soft. The vir 
virtue loses its basic meaning. The acquir- 
ing virtue reality man-size job 
taking lot courage and perseverance. 

The teen-ager further believes that 
virtuous life infringes upon his 
time.” him, happiness and virtue are 
incompatible; rather, virtue and the dol- 
drums are the outcome. doesn’t take 
teacher with bit initiative very long 
penetrate such fallacious reasoning. 
Being slave sin offers lifetime 
acute unhappiness, and remorseful con- 
templation leading genuine and legiti- 
mate case the “doldrums.” 

The pursuit virtue restricts their free- 
dom think. Naturally, they judge 
their own standards the here and 
now. The type freedom they have 
mind does not last too long with them. The 
“bonds” matrimony anchor them even- 
tually quite substantial way. 


“Feeling” Deceptive 

Undiscerning youthful minds fail 
grasp the real meaning words. Without 
doubt, repetition, familiarity, and 
have caused them accept certain words 
and their usage without thinking too deeply 
their real meaning. The common ex- 
pression that sorry for our 
sins. Automatically, the teen-ager senses 
that must experience some type 
physical feeling, type feeling would 
experience when says, feel well 
today.” This word “feel” tends pull 
down the supernatural concepts and super- 
natural achievements physical experi- 
ence. For them the proof one’s sorrow 
for sins depends upon the intensity one’s 
feelings remorse, one’s feeling deter- 
mination amend one’s life. 

bit reflection will indicate that one 
cannot work intense even luke-warm 
“feelings” sorrow for venial sins that are 
the weekly topic confession. can 
further saying that one who has fallen 
into habit grave sin fails too short 
time work intense “feelings” 
sorrow. intellectual concept that 
word “feel” would stand good stead. 
One does not necessarily feel sorrow for 
sins, but one must experience intellec- 
tual conviction that the deed wrong 
and that firm purpose amendment 
order. 


Use the Intellect 

with the attitude “feeling” 
virtuous. Feeling emotional experi- 
ence and therefore cannot trusted 
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The Sermon 


reliable genuine. Approach the prospect 
virtue from the purely intellectual stand- 
point. One can well the road the 
practice some particular virtue without 
having emotional barometer indicate 
the degree virtue reached. cool, calm 
intellectual pursuit virtue within 
teen-ager’s grasp. Divorce sentimental feel- 
ings from the intellect; then you have 
trustworthy situation wherein teen-ager 
can strive for perfection his state life 
without having depend upon what 
thinks important—that “feeling” 
doing good. 

Once the teen-ager put straight the 
true fundamentals sanctity, coupled with 
strictly intellectual approach the acqui- 
sition virtue, equipped with safe 
“mind-set” consider his obligation 
seek perfection according his state 
life. 


Feature All Virtues 

The general picture modern youth 
would portray big fermenting “glob” 
sex captured structure flesh and 
bones the sex urges were the only 
“gremlins” that infect them. Two other 
very powerful drives demand our attention. 
The urges for possessions and power con- 
stantly infiltrate their thinking and deter- 
mine their actions. behooves then 
teachers feature all the virtues that op- 
pose all the vices. This staggering task

especially when consider that our- 
selves after many years the religious life 
still continue fortify those needed vir- 
tues that the daily particular examen ex- 
poses our view. High school living offers 
many obvious opportunities for the practice 
virtue. 

dare not discouraged regarding 
our own spiritual improvement, nor 
dare discouraged trying lead 
others virtue. From the neophyte’s point 
view, discouragement going his 
greatest hindrance dogged determina- 
tion attempting acquire virtue. Dis- 
couragement the first tool the devil. 
eliminates hope, and with hope gone 
there nothing left but despair. Had 
Augustine, Francis Assisi, Sales 
yielded discouragement thousands 
souls would have been deprived the 
Beatific Vision. 


Temple the Holy Spirit 

September each year all teachers 
are mindful the fact that famous “cat 
and mouse” game played for the first 
week school. The teacher appraises 
his class, and the students mentally give 
the teacher the third degree. Strong points, 
weak points both sides the teacher’s 
desk become apparent uncomfortably 
short time. Now the time for the teacher 
adjust his own Since the 
teen-agers are quick discern attitudes, 


behooves the religion teacher particular 
assume positive convictions. Unless they 
are sincere positive convictions, students 
will soon penetrate the veil sham. The 
prospect practicing virtue will start- 
ling the high school novices the spirit- 
ual life, but they will inwardly flattered 
this manifestation adult’s faith 
them. Previous classroom experience and 
past adult censorship have conditioned 
them expect another year “brimstone 
and fire.” psychologically salutary 
expect and presume they are good, 
least capable making sincere effort 
that regard. 

They are given stimulating 
when the dignity their own personal 
“self” featured. Stressing the dignity 
the individual, his own personal worth, his 
individuality particular person func- 
tioning part God’s plan give flesh 
and blood the concept their being 
truly “Temple the Holy Ghost.”

The teacher not without benefit from 
the positive approach. are only too well 
aware how our perspective distorted 
the very small percentage the school 
that gives cause for real concern. Such 
perspective can brought back into clear 
focus when find ourselves being con- 
vinced the potential goodness the very 
large percentage. Too, that spiritual “gim- 
learned our novitiate days becomes 
practical functioning activity. When 
expect see the good, then easier 
see our Lord those with whom deal. 
Dwelling the negative class makes 
feel miserable and even inwardly “unclean.” 
One comes away from class feeling that all 
has really done add more fuel the 
fire. have learned long ago not ex- 
pect tangible results teaching things reli- 
gious least base our success upon 
tangible results. being obsessed, sub- 
merged, and surrounded with the positive 
efforts can least come away from 
class knowing that are doing something 
constructive lead our charges the per- 
fection their state life. Too often 
religious feel have the “corner 
the for the practice virtue and 
the pursuit perfection. Our Lord 
showing the way always spoke the “mul- 
titudes,” not just potential religious. 
Spiritual utopia will certainly not 
evidence. Manifestations the negative 
many heartbreaking examples will gravely 
tempt one lose faith youth. This 
exactly the time when they need look 
someone who has faith them. Our 
Lord His public life had many occasions 
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lose such faith. Had done so, there 
would have been Redemption! 


The Beatitudes Are Positive

justifiable anger. His wrathful action drove 
the money changers from the Temple be- 
cause they were transgressing the rights 
else. But for personal sanctifica- 
tion offered the refreshing, calm injunc- 
tions the Eight Beatitudes. The recital 
them defies emotional oratory! the 
was accosted inquiring mind 
asking which the greatest commandment, 
simply stated elementary principle, 
“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
thy whole heart, and with thy whole soul, 
and with thy whole mind.

Faculty members should leave every 
meeting with some general principle 
point view which becomes then perma- 
nent part their professional equipment.

Instruc- 
tional phases should dominate, but co- 
operative consideration should given 
the administrative, supervisory, and public 
relations aspects the school.

program. Though there are schools (repu- 
tably good schools) where meetings are 
held irregular intervals, one would 
want deny the fact that possibly the 
these so-called “good schools” 
might greatly increased frequent, 
worthwhile teachers’ meetings. possi- 
ble probable that any group could de- 
velop retain enthusiasm for cause 
members did not get together every 
weeks compare notes and re- 
evaluate their procedures? There are big, 
principles the teaching 
profession that need revitalized fre- 
from morning until night minor 
and petty annoyances. 

Determining the time the “best 
teachers’ meetings entirely dependent 
local conditions. general one may 
say that time should chosen which 
most suitable for all, knowing that there 
will always some inconvenience for 
some one. However, seems just plain 
common sense that everyone should avoid 
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belaboring the “inconvenience angle” but 
should rather stress the positive approach; 
namely, the invaluable merits faculty 
discussions. 

How long should faculty meetings last? 
constructive, thought-provoking discus- 
sion progress, time not the most 
important element. The meetings should 
not hurried just for the sake get- 
ting through the sound the gong, 
neither should fruitless meetings pro- 
longed fill the allotted, scheduled 
time for the meeting. Without committing 
known that animated faculty meetings have 
been held where the interest and enthusi- 
asm was still high after hour and 
half. 

Should teachers’ meetings, matter 
course, include social hour? rule, 
one’s social life and professional duties 
not mix. Faculty meetings should not 
sugar-coated. However, few times year, 
school, arrange schedule which 
faculty meeting would followed, say, 
buffet supper informal tea the 
school cafeteria. the faculty meeting has 
been what should be, that social hour 
will just continuation stimulating 
conversation. 

Religious life presents uncounted oppor- 


tunities for informal meetings opportuni- 
ties denied lay teachers. One this 
writer’s pet peeves the interpretation 
implication the term “shop talk” which 
periods. “shop talk” means recount- 
ing gripes and petty annoyances, all 
means, forbid it, but “shop talk” im- 
plies intelligent discussion profes- 
sional educational matters, who has 
better right and duty make such topics 
the basis one’s conversation? There 
justification for the inane level con- 
versation many teachers. Obviously one 
should not advocate that teachers have 
one-track minds; quite the contrary. Topics 
conversation teacher give evidence 
her liberal education, her lack it.

Finally, not only must the principal 
careful plans for the faculty meetines 
advance the opening the academic 
year, she must likewise provide for 
evaluation the meetings the close 
the year terms realization the 
goals set the beginning the term. 
Attempting measure results strictly 
scientific manner obviously undesirable 
well possible. nevertheless im- 
perative that the faculty face reality, and 
honestly make self-evaluation.

Studying the results one organization

What the future? general, 
most encouraging. The Order, with the 
help God, increasing steadily. Whether 
the supply will ever match the demand 
basic question, much discussed cur- 
rent professional literature. shall not 
repeat this discussion beyond noting that 
the demand constantly increasing. Pro- 
portionately more young people are seeking 
education and Catholic education now 
than generation ago.

SALLY: What steps should kindergarten 
teacher take promote 
growth the child, Sister? 

SISTER: There are two aspects this 
question, Sally, preventive and promotive. 
Considering the preventive aspect, pre- 
venting harm physical growth, kinder- 
garten teacher should make certain that 
she herself good health. chest X-ray 
once year ought must for her. 
You can readily see that 
teacher would endanger the health every 
child her class. 

Second, the teacher should posses- 
sion health form for every child 
her class, and should watchful for pos- 
sible visual and auditory defects, signs 
malnutrition and other health deficiencies. 

Third, she should take every possible 
precaution against communicable diseases. 
This involves daily examination the 
child’s throat and glands, and 
standing with the parents concerning other 
possible signs illness exposure 
illnesses. 

Fourth, she ought make sure that 
small toys, large playground equipment, 
and other materials the children use are 
good condition, thus preventing unneces- 
sary accidents.

Accelerated physical growth child 
may sometimes the basis poor 
muscular co-ordination. The child appears 
year, perhaps two years, older than 
actually is. this case parents and 
teachers should not expect more him 
mentally than other children his same 
age. They should also make proper leeway 
for his awkwardness. the other 
hand, children who are very small for 
their age sometimes through the em- 
barrassing situations hearing people say, 
Often, too, they are 
thought exceptionally bright, whereas 
they are but normal.

SALLY: Sister, how does 
garten program promote mental growth? 

SISTER: The entire program, Sally, con- 
centrates the mental development the 
child.

SALLY: Would you say that mental 
growth taking place during the play 
period, too, Sister? 

SISTER: all means, Sally. Not only 
mental, but physical, emotional, and social 
growth well. during this period that 
the child does most his oral communica- 
tion school. conveys his ideas 
others and learns from others. learns 
practice emotional control and co-operate 
with others. once heard priest remark 
that kindergartens had only play, they 
would still worthwhile because the 
opportunities provided for learning live 
and co-operate with other people. 

Mary Jo: Sister, can the teacher make 
any judgment the mental development 
child during play period? 

SISTER: Quite definitely the ma- 
terials uses during the period. will, 
from day day, choose puzzles that re- 
quire greater hand and eye and thought 
co-ordination, build with blocks that tax 
his building skills, rise from the role 
child parent the doll corner, and 
eventually manifest desire for toys that 
teach more things more ways.

There were two masters essays the 
Catholic University America 1957 
the relationship between class size 
and pupil achievement Catholic 
schools, third and eighth grades. They 
have interesting background summaries 
opinion studies and research studies. 
Today present the background 
opinion studies which may note is, 
some extent least, influenced 
the very active propaganda the Na- 
tional Educational Association. The nat- 
ural conclusion these teacher opinions 
favor small classes, though our authors 
Daniel Mennite for the 
eighth grade study, and Father James 
Deneen for the third grade study 
not find that higher pupil achievement 
the main reason given teachers for 
small classes. 

Father Deneen begins his discussion 
the opinion studies (i.e., distinct 
from research studies) with the sur- 
prising statement 1932 William 
Carr the N.E.A., “Investigation has 
shown that, when other factors are kept 
nearly equal possible, pupils 
larger classes make good 
pupils smaller classes.” But this 
unexpected result not good prop- 
aganda. Other objectives education 
which are not directly measurable 
must studied the investigations. 
1939 the N.E.A. Research Bulletin 
polled 3707 representative teachers

teacher’s load. The study revealed that 
teachers reject the idea large classes, 
and the effect class size pupil 
achievement was given only sec- 
ondary reason, and was not given all 
the majority polled. similar poll 
eleven years later had the same result. 
symposium the Journal Educa- 
tion for 1947, indicated 
some disagreement about size class 
and grade level. The majority believed 
that “membership primary classes 
should reduced minimum, even 
upper grades must, for purposes 
economy, increased size.” There 
was general agreement that class size 
can prescribed, for this depends 
the ability the teacher and the type 
pupil. teacher the Jour- 
nal (Oct., 1947) bursts out with the 
opinion: 

“Shall Americans forever willing 
permit the stuff which our democracy 
made severely wasted and 
damaged constitute real threat 
within the body politic? Shall never 
recognize that large classes ignorance 
and prejudice cannot checked, that in- 
justice and self-interest flourish; that un- 


fair competitive conditions prevail, and 
that personalities are 


study published the Office 
Education 1949 indicated prac- 
tically unanimous teacher opinion 
favor smaller classes. The reasons 
given are: more attention can given 
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individual pupils and pupil progress 
can checked more closely. These 
practices intelligently carried out 
result better achievement than 
they are not followed. The New Jersey 
Taxpayers Association reported 1952 
shows that class size has been reduced 
from average 31.86 24.41, and 
notes the conflicting statements 
optimum class size various state 
ments. The report notes that each time 
the teacher-pupil ratio decreases 
little one pupil adds 
dollars the cost education the 
state, sets the pattern for school use 
facilities, and greatly increases building 
costs. Individual papers frequently in- 
dulge generous statements already 
noted, confuse terms like “large 
and “overcrowded classes.” Frequently 
the terms and small classes are 
not defined. But 1949 study teach- 
ers believed that class more than 
was too large for efficient instruction. 
these opinions over-all development 
including “social competence, maturity, 
good citizenship, improved 
panded use the fine and useful arts, 
and other broader goals” are the 
tests class size. 

was natural that teacher’s opinion 
should favor smaller classes 
that means matter fact fewer 
discipline problems, fewer papers cor- 
rect, fewer records keep well 
time give more individual attention 
students. Unfortunately the opinions 
are made apparently with expressed 
definition. Some teachers, 
specific figures think classes more 
than impair efficiency and others 
think should the limit. The teach- 
ers who note that class size depends 
“upon the ability the teacher and the 
type pupils” were more realistic.

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Tiles were individually glued onto 
heavy plywood panels that were later 
fastened wooden frame and 
nailed the brick wall. Each 
ft. section weighed about 250 
pounds.

Making Accounting Work 


Accounting should give information 
assets (the properties own) and 
bilities (the debts owe), explained 
Brother Alfred, F.S.C., chairman the 
Accounting Department, Christian Brothers 
College, Memphis, Tenn. The administrator 
will need detailed financial statements, 
while more general statements are sufficient 
for others, such supervisors religious 
communities, donors, general public, and 
recording agencies.

The severest 
test its efficiency the ease with which 
balance sheet and statement income 
and expenditures are prepared. 

There are three types financial reports. 
Balance Sheet concise summary state- 
ment financial condition school 
institution given date. answers 
the question: What are worth? 
helpful for year year comparisons, for 
comparison with budgeted figures the 
end the year. Statement Income 
and Expenditures gives the results 
business operation during given period, 
the business year. schools, this usually 
from July through June 30. answers 
the question: How are doing? enables 
the administrator watch the way funds 
are moving. Historical Data records facts 
that may easily forgotten through the 
years, such amounts donated, additions 
new equipment, and capital expenditures 
made. Such records are helpful obtain- 


ing up-to-date inventory furniture and 
equipment for insurance purposes. 
Standard business forms, available from 
office supply firms, can adapted the 
accounting needs most schools and in- 
stitutions. Often money can saved 
reproducing record forms office duplicat- 
ing equipment. voucher check with 
third carbon copy that can used for 
posting time-saving record form. 
Some accounting tips: 


Record each transaction soon possible 
after takes place. 

Record transactions the least possible num- 
ber times. 

far possible, make entries from origi- 
nal documents (i.e., carbon copies voucher 
checks, etc.). Avoid posting transferring 
individual records. 

Accumulate totals similar transactions 
and summarize them wherever possible. 
pupils each pay $50 tuition, make only 
one entry: Tuition $1,000.) 

Use record books subdivided columns 
and sections for the convenience localizing 
areas and balancing distributions. 

All books should balanced and checked 
monthly.

Centralizing all purchasing one office 
can result average over-all savings 
about per cent. This procedure saves 
not only money, but time and eliminates 
the confusion having too 
chasing agents.

Certain school supplies should stand- 
ardized throughout the school since they 
lend themselves larger quantity orders 
and require less handling and checking. 
Some these items are: art supplies, 
textbooks and workbooks, maintenance sup- 
plies, physical education supplies, and 
school furniture. Buy standard packages 
and sizes that suit the needs the users. 
For example, floor wax liquid hand soap 
five-gallon cans may easier store 
and use than larger “economy” drums.

Sell wastepaper, dispose out- 
dated printed forms, return unsold 
books the publishers for refund, etc.

THE DIOCESE STEUBENVILLE, Ohio, the Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. Henry Grigsby, superintendent schools, states 
that “the teachers’ aides program has greatly helped classroom 
teachers with their work. Much extra help has also been given 
the children.” 

Generally, these aides are mothers who volunteer their talents 
and time serve the parish school. They serve variety 
ways: accompanying groups children for inoculations the 
office the public school nurse, handling the sales and records 
books and supplies, cataloguing the school’s library books. 
Mothers type all kinds school records: health reports and 
inoculation cards; the permanent, daily and transfer records 
students; they type names, etc., report cards. 

Mothers with teacher training help children with their lessons. 
Some take over small groups children from large classes for 
extra drill arithmetic, spelling, and oral reading. Some help 
individuals small groups slow learners. Others assist transfer 
students from other schools adjust the school program and 
subjects. Others check papers for teachers, supervise the lunch 
hour and playground activities. All these “helps” alleviate the 
burdens the classroom teacher, particularly overcrowded, 
understaffed schools. 
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GESU PARISH, Toledo, Ohio, 
Mothers’ Guild comparatively new 
organization, formed the beginning 
the school year, 1957-58, yet 
active group dedicated solely 
alleviating the workload the school’s 
teachers. 

The school enrolls 785 pupils grades 
one through eight, average chil- 
dren per teacher. The teaching staff con- 
sists School Sisters Notre Dame 
and eight lay teachers. The Rev. John 
O’Brien, S.J., pastor, assisted four 
Jesuit priests. 

All mothers students automatically 
become members the Gesu Mothers’ 
Guild, whose primary purpose service 
the parish school. Some the practical 
problems which the Guild tries solve 
are detailed its constitution: “The rapid 
increase student enrollment, the short- 
ened lunch period, the problem teacher 
shortage with teacher replacement 
case teacher illness are few the 
complex problems that demand our im- 
mediate and continuing cooperation. This 
Guild shall render those services peculiarly 
adaptable mothers’ abilities, thereby 
relieving our teachers undue hardships 
that their energies may more fully 
devoted their proper sphere edu- 
cation our children.” 

Some specific projects are also outlined 
the Guild constitution: “We shall co- 
operate and work with all recognized edu- 
cational institutions for the welfare and 
promotion our school. shall assist 
our school public health nurse expedite 
the visual and hearing tests our stu- 
dents. shall initiate and sponsor 
teacher training program with the coop- 
eration Mary Manse College. This pro- 
gram will provide source teachers 
qualified meet the standards set forth 
the Revised Ohio State Code issued 
the State Board Education, effective 
not later than September, 1958.” 


Organizational Pattern

policy any way, but functions only 
give service wherever and whenever can.

The Mothers’ Guild has been quite suc- 
cessful enlisting the aid students’ 
mothers operating the following 
manner: 

Each year the Guild Chairman appoints 
two room mothers for each classroom. 
These mothers set lunch supervision 
program, take over 
tions and room parties, cover the books 
used class, and, general, respond when 
called help with room projects. Prob- 
ably the greatest undertaking the lunch 
supervision. Each noon, each room su- 
pervised during the lunch hour mother 
from that respective room. the begin- 
ning the year, schedules are set 
the room mother with other mothers who 
volunteer cover certain days. general, 
mother may volunteer serve 
specific day the week (such Wednes- 
day), and usually she will asked 
supervise every third week. Such super- 
vision allows the classroom teacher com- 
plete freedom during the entire lunch 
period. After lunch the mothers also su- 
pervise playground activities. 

Because the school principal also 
teacher, the Guild has established Prin- 
cipal’s Assistants committee. These moth- 
ers volunteer work the school office 
They type, file, answer the 
telephone, and take care sick children. 


Calendar Forms Used 

The Guild arranges these committee 
schedules simple, duplicated calendar 
form. The school year divided into six

six-week periods five days. from Mon- 
day through Friday. Holidays and free 
days are indicated. the corner each 
calendar square the number the date, 
9-7 would September The 
squares are filled with the last name 
the mother who duty. separate 
sheet contains the full name, address, and 
telephone number all volunteer mothers, 
well list several substitutes who 
can called fill short notice. 
The calendar for office service iden- 
tical form except for its general heading 
and the division each square into A.M. 
and P.M. Hence, each day lists two moth- 
ers, one who will duty the 
morning, the other the afternoon. Moth- 
ers are assigned for specific day the 
week, the morning afternoon, and 
serve every second third week. Oc- 
casionally, mother will offer serve, 
for example, every Wednesday afternoon 
during the entire year. Enough copies 
these two schedules are run off the 
school’s duplicating machine supply the 
Guild officers, pastor, principal, teachers, 
and all those serving the committee. 


The Teacher Training Program 

During the Guild’s first year, moth- 
ers from Gesu parish participated 
teacher training program Mary Manse 
College Toledo. Most mothers prepare 
themselves substitutes teacher’s 
assistants, although some are working to- 
ward temporary certification, and few 
who need only few extra credits have 
already completed requirements for ele- 
mentary teaching certificates. Each mother 
pays her own tuition. During the first year, 
the Guild estimated that more than $1,640 
was spent tuition fees. 

Last year, the mothers enrolled 
the Mary Manse teacher training course, 
were from the Gesu Guild, and the 
others were from other Toledo parishes. 
Those working for degree certification 
follow the curriculum outlined the State 
Ohio. Teacher assistants may elect any 
all the following courses: principles 
education, educational psychology (each 
two semester hours); general psychology, 
child psychology, methods teaching

Planning for Office Efficiency 


WHEREVER there are records 
any sort kept, letters writ- 
ten documents and 
essential interests maintained, 
exists. Whether this office one-desk 
affair whole floor good-size build- 
ing entirely beside the point. Too often 
are deluded into believing that because 
ours may “small” operation, there 
formal terms. However, size will not change 
matters; the office does exist. The only 
question managers really decide is: How 
well does office perform its functions? 

The old business “making do” with 
borrowed, old, adapted furniture and 
equipment represents threat efficient 
management. There altering the fact 
that office efficiency directly related 
furniture and equipment, and the manner 
which they are put use. Makeshift 
office layout went out with the roll-top 
desk, the green eyeshade, and the side- 
winding telephone. The modern office 
one that has been carefully arranged for 
the optimum accommodation the peo- 
ple who work it, one that provides 
comfort and stimulates productivity. Your 
office may fulfill that definition and then 
again may not. 

There’s need call efficiency 
expert get the answer that question. 
You can your own office analyst, pro- 
vided you about the right way. 
This article will try show you how 


setting forth the ground rules based 
Remington Rand’s years experience 
planning for office efficiency. 


Measure the Over-All Space 

The first sensible thing take 
complete measurements the space 
your disposal—the length and width 
the over-all office and each 
titioned subdivisions, any.

Now, with penciled lines, show the path 
flow each routine work procedure: 
the trip your secretary must make back 
and forth the correspondence file, for 
example, and the trip you yourself must 
make consult the membership other 
important records. larger offices, the 
flow diagram would have show how 


clerical work moves from one desk an- 
other one department the next; and 
would have show the distance each 
staff member must travel consult with 
his superior, vice versa. The finished 
picture may look trim and logical 
machine. the other hand, may well 
reveal surprising state disorder, un- 
necessary complexity, duplication effort, 
wasted space, and wasted steps. 

office any organization apt 
grow and change its own accord with 
the passage time. Files accumulate until 
they crowd out aisle space. New work 
stations are arbitrarily established wherever 
they will fit. New clerical procedures are 
undertaken with little regard 
their effect the over-all work pattern. 
these things are happening your 
office, the diagram will bring them sharply 
into focus. 

The diagram may show that sizable 
areas floor space are seldom used 
all, while others are needlessly dense with 
activity. may show many lines pas- 
sage converging narrow space between 
two desks, when would more sensible 
create broader thoroughfare elsewhere. 
may reveal that you your secretary 
are constantly having get and walk 
records cabinet subsidiary work- 
table that might just easily placed 
your elbow. large office layout, the 
diagram work flow through clerical sec- 
tions may show zig-zagging and doubling 
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arrange desks facing windows people face each other. 


Don't locate desks near heat sources, draft, where they 


obstruct sources light. 


Allow plenty work and aisle space between work stations.

Here one: planning the 
rearrangement your office you need not 
hampered the inflexible standard 
sizes and shapes conventional desks, 
worktables cabinets. The most efficient 
offices today are built modular furni- 
ture: individual sections desks, table, 
pedestal and cabinet that can bolted 
together infinite variety com- 
binations suit the particular space 
work-convenience problem. 

For example, keeping extra worktable 
your private office, however necessary, 
may take much space that the 
room will not accommodate more than 
two three visitors time. The answer 
here might replace both the table 
and the regular desk with L-shaped 
combination modular units, putting one 
writing surface before you and another 
your side, leaving the central part the 
room clear.

First Report Interested Citizens. James 
Bryant Conant. Cloth, 144 pp., $2.95 (Paper, $1). 
McGraw-Hill Book Co., Inc., New York City, 1959. 

The small high school with graduating 
class less than 100 cannot provide satis- 
factory education for students varying 
and makes uneconomical use 
the time and efforts administrators and 
teachers already short supply. This the 
well-publicized conclusion Dr. Conant’s de- 
tailed, two-year study America’s compre- 
hensive senior high school. The study was 
financed grant from the Carnegie Cor- 
poration. Currently, Dr. Conant studying 
the junior high school. 

The complete report deserves thoughtful 
reading and consideration from all administra- 
tors high schools, public Catholic. The 
Recommendations, briefly digested here, 
should studied detail. 


The Programs the Academically 
Talented. minimum program should 
be: years mathematics, years one 
foreign language, years science, 
addition years English and years 
social studies. total courses with 
homework taken four years. This 
program will require least hours 
homework each week. 


10. Highly Gifted Pupils. Special ar- 
rangements should made for the highly

Pensacola Catholic High School 


WEST FLORIDA part the Diocese Mobile-Birming- 
ham “mission country” far Catholic influence con- 
cerned. there was added cause for rejoicing when Pensacola 
Catholic High School opened its doors last September 446 
boys and girls. This fall, 510 will enrolled. 

This the first centralized Catholic high school West 
Florida and, course, Pensacola, gulf city 54,000 popula- 
tion having nine Catholic parishes. Previously the only secondary 
instruction under Catholic auspices was small Negro mission 
school enrolling about pupils. The Rev. Desmond Reagan 
principal Pensacola Catholic. The teaching staff composed 


four diocesan priests teaching full-time, nine Sisters Mercy, 
four Sisters St. Benedict, and nine lay teachers. 

The new high school, all one level, located the corner 
Scott and streets site 1450 600 ft. The site encloses 
pond and plenty land for athletic fields and future expansion. 
Next building plans call for convents for both teaching orders 
built near the school. Present classroom facilities were planned 
for 600 pupils. Architect Hugh Leitch Pensacola, designed 
this modern brick and concrete building open courtyard 
plan. The reinforced concrete slab roof covers both the classrooms 
and exterior walkway. The overhang supported concrete 
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pillars. When landscaping completed, the walkways should 
pleasantly cool and shaded. 

The building has general classrooms, approximately 
ft. There large combination physics and chemistry lab, 
hiology lab, and wing housing the commercial and art class- 
rooms. The homemaking suite adjoins the school kitchen and 
cafeteria this well-arranged building. quiet corner beyond 
tne administrative suite attractive library complete with 
conference and workroom. Dominating the entire school 
small chapel, triangular design and finished inside 
out with the beige common brick the building. 

The gym-auditorium separate building, 120 ft., east 
the school. Curving stone arches supporting the gym roof ex- 
end the ground either side. has built-in stage, lockers 
showers for boys and girls. The seating capacity 1500 for 
ssembly, 800 for basketball.

duty. Many the same chores 
repeated daily weekly throughout 
‘he year, yet certain procedures vary with 
‘he seasons changing weather conditions. 
“or instance, the northern United States 
all Canada, there definite differ- 
ence some winter and summer main- 
‘enance requirements and processes. Even 
‘he fall and spring have few special con- 
ditions that call for different processes. 

Because the change maintenance meth- 
ods and processes governed more the 
seasons than the month, this schedule 
grouped the approximate seasons, be- 
ginning with September, the month this 
issue. is, course, understood that such 
regular chores sweeping and dusting are 
daily routine all through the year, 
they will not listed here. 


September, October, November 

parts the country where winter 
weather presents special problem, the 
floors suffer most. Therefore, during the 
fall, floors should thoroughly scrubbed, 
all the old floor wax removed and fresh 
wax applied. The month when this work 
should done will depend upon how far 
north south you are located. should 
done ahead heavy rainy periods and 
before snow begins fall. 

least two coats good floor wax 
two the newer emulsified resin finishes 
should applied. The wax should well 
buffed. Either treatment designed help 
protect the floor from the rugged use 
winter traffic. The treatment especially 
advisable points high traffic: the 
street floor, the entrance elevator, 
and the floor the elevator. After the 
floors have been waxed, daily buffing and 
wet mopping needed are about the only 
maintenance processes necessary besides 
sweeping dusting. 

Venetian blinds should wiped with 
damp cloth, and thereafter vacuum cleaned 
two three times week. windows have 
been open during the summer, remove dust 
from upholstery, shelves and carpeting with 
vacuum cleaner. air conditioner has 
been use, vacuum clean the air ducts. 
Dust allowed set all winter unused 
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surfaces will more difficult remove 
the spring. 

radiators need repainting, they should 
done before the heat turned on. 
metallic paint (such aluminum) pre- 
ferred, since conventional paints tend 
insulate. 

Clean the chandeliers with the vacuum 
cleaner. parts are beyond the reach 
suction head, use the blower. Replace 
all burned out failing light bulbs, in- 
candescent and fluorescent, and clean all 
dirty bulbs. the fluorescent lights have 
reflectors, clean them with damp cloth. 
Egg-crate reflectors may have taken 
down for adequate cleaning. Since the 
winter brings dark days and early twi- 
light, efficient lighting means greater 
workers’ eyes. 

Vacuum clean the carpeting remove 
embedded grit which, under pressure, may 
cut the pile the base. 

the building has exterior aluminum, 
such storm window frames and doors, 
clean the aluminum parts with neutral 
cleaner (alkali damaging aluminum), 
then coat with solvent type floor wax, 
liquid paste. The wax offers protection 
during winter weather. 

Order all freezable supplies the fall, 
enough last until April, especially you 
are located the north. Most water wax 
emulsions are now free from damage from 
freezing, but unduly exposed frigid 
weather they may impaired. You can 
play safe receiving such material ahead 
the very cold weather. 

Get the furnace boiler ready for firing 
soon the weather justifies. 


December, January, February 


Floors suffer most the winter. Snow 
and slush, tracked from the street 
sidewalk, show heaviest the entrance, 
but continue diminishing evidence 
traffic proceeds into the building. Although 
may seem necessary, daily scrubbing 
the winter not only time- and labor- 
consuming operation, but can also 
dangerous, especially the entrances. 
Soapy floors can slippery any time, 
but much more snowy, icy weather. 


Seasonal Schedule for Cleaning 


Therefore, scrubbing should done 
weekends when buildings are not use 
the evening when floor use 
minimum. 

Even wet mopping can hazardous 
near the entrance where snowy icy 
shoe soles already present slip hazard. 
Dry cleaning the floor with steel wool 
pad under floor machine avoids this 
hazard and often takes the place wet 
mopping. not use steel wool marble 
terrazzo fragments the wool may 
rust and cause stains. For these stone 
floors, use the new nylon abradant pads. 

Keeping the adjacent sidewalk and en- 
trance free from ice and snow greatly re- 
duces the slipperiness hazard and lessens 
floor maintenance problems. The easiest 
way sprinkling the surface with calcium 
chloride. Exterior mats cocoa fibers, 
woven steel wire, link strip rubber tend 
remove accumulations from the feet 
before entering the building. Corrugated 
rubber runners leading from the entrance 
inside the building are added safety 
factor, well protection the floor. 

Winter poor time install new 
floors, particularly the resilient types. They 
must kept temperature not lower 
than 70° for hours before installa- 
tion, and that temperature higher must 
maintained during the laying. Radiant 
heat seldom injurious any the 
resilient floors, but overheated asphalt 
tile may soften slightly. Radiant heat 
least effective under cork floor. 

Humidity plays important part 
efficient heating. Since moisture con- 
ductor heat, room with sufficient 
humidity will more comfortable 70° 
F., than room with dry air 80° 

wash windows freezing weather 
add denatured alcohol the water, reg- 
ulating the proportion the degree 
cold, just enough avoid freezing. 
temperatures around freezing, ammonia will 
serve both anti-freeze ingredient and 
effective cleaning agent. The spray 
window cleaners (made isopropyl alco- 
hol) such gas station operators use 
car windshields, are also useful for wash- 
ing windows frigid weather.

many parts the winter 
lingers through March and even into April, 
but farther south spring maintenance may 
any event, maintenance recommendations 
for these three months should governed 
weather conditions. When you believe 
snow and ice are gone for the fol- 
low these suggested procedures: 

Because the floors, which have probably 
suffered from necessarily inadequate main- 
tenance during the winter, are most notice- 
ably need renovation, they should 
cared for first. The exception would 
when walls are washed painted. 

The first step renovating the floors 
thorough scrubbing. Neutral synthetic 
detergents, warm water and steel wool (or 
nylon abradant pads for marble and ter- 
razzo) are recommended. Use only enough 
water obtain the desired results. not 
flood wood resilient floors. Sometimes 
fine wood floors are cleaned best with 
solvent type cleaner, avoiding all water. 

the floor has been waxed, remove old 
wax with wax stripper and steel wool 
abradant pad. Remove any stains. After 
the floor clean and dry, apply two coats 
wax (or emulsified resin finish), being 
careful not use solvent type asphalt 
tile. there much rainy weather dur- 
ing the spring, the ground floors may need 
damp mopping every morning, although, 
indicated before, “dry cleaning” with fine 
steel wool (No. 2/0 grade) under floor 
machine will replace wet mopping. 


painted walls need washing spring 
the logical time the job, although 
advisable wait until the heating sys- 
tem shut down. Smoke from the outside, 
shifting in, can also becloud the walls, 
much your own heating system. 

Wallpaper should cleaned with the 
dough-type paper cleaner. Unpainted acous- 
tical walls and ceilings may cleaned 
the same way. the latter are stained, 
scour with dry steel wool.

Use good synthetic carpet shampoo, free 
soap. Two operators can best the 
job: one running the shampoo machine, 
the other following closely with 
dustrial type (tank model) vacuum cleaner 
pick the dirty lather. you wish, 
you can hire professionals clean the 
carpet cost per square foot square 
yard. After the carpet has been cleaned, 
can treated soil retardant 
spray, recently developed DuPont, 
which will delay resoiling for extended 
period, some cases, for all summer.

Leather 
furniture easily cleaned with saddle 
soap and water. 

There are certain outside jobs 
done soon spring weather permits, 
such cleaning aluminum and stainless 
steel window frames that have darkened
